APPROXIMATELY TWO STEPS INSIDE NOTED A WHITE FEMALE LAYING ON HER BACK NEAR THE 
FAR DESK IN THE OFFICE TOOK A QUICK VISUAL AROUND THE ROOM WITHOUT GOING ANY 
FURTHER INSIDE THE ROOM THEN EXITED THE OFFICE. I DID NOT RE-ENTER THE OFFICE AGAIN 
DURING THIS DATE. WHEN I EXITED THE OFFICE I WAS ADVISED OF TWO INDIVIDUALS THAT 
WERE PRESENT IN THE PARKING LOT THAT HAD FOUND THE BODY. AS ADDITIONAL DETECTIVES 
HAD ARRIVED ON THE SCENE AND EVERYTHING APPEARED TO BE IN ORDER AND SECURE I 
CONTACTED THE TWO WITNESSES AND ASKED THEM IF THEY WOULD COME TO THE PD FOR A 
TAPED STATEMENT. THEY AGREED AND I TRANSPORTED THEM TO THE STATION. THEY ARE MR. 
ANDREAS BERGMANN DOB 11-22-56 AND JUANITA MARIE BERGMANN DOB 09-14-66 AND RESIDE 
AT 610 5TH STREET DESTIN FLORIDA WITH A PHONE NUMBER OF 654-9926. THE TAPED INTERVIEW 
BEGAN AT 9.41 AND ENDED AT 9.52. BOTH WERE PRESENT DURING THE INTERVIEW BUT MRS. 
BERGMANN DID MOST OF THE TALKING BECAUSE HER HUSBAND IS FROM GERMANY AND IS AT 
TIMES HARD TO UNDERSTAND BECAUSE OF HIS ACCENT. MRS. BERGMANN RELATED THE 
FOLLOWING: THEY HAD RECEIVED PAPERWORK FROM INS THAT HER HUSBAND'S WORK PERMIT 
WAS GOING TO EXPIRE SOON. THIS WAS UPSETTING TO THEM BECAUSE HE HAS BEEN IN THIS 
COUNTRY FOR 8 YEARS WORKING AND THE PAPERWORK SNAFU WAS DUE TO AN ERROR ON INS 
AND NOT THEM. THEY TRAVELED TO JACKSONVILLE TO SPEAK WITH INS BUT DID NOT GET ANY 
SATISFACTION. A FRIEND OF THEIRS CALLED THE OFFICE OF JOE SCARBOROUGH IN FWB 
RECEIVED THE OFFICE HOURS AND RELAYED THAT INFO TO THE BERGMANNS. THEY DECIDED TO 
COME TO THE OFFICE ON THE 20TH AND ARRIVED APPROXIMATELY 0730. BECAUSE THEY WERE 
TOLD THE OFFICE DID NOT OPEN UNTIL 0800 THEY PARKED IN FRONT OF THE OFFICE AND 
WALKED TO THE INTERNATIONAL HOUSE OF PANCAKES HAD BREAKFAST AND FINISHED AT 
APPROXIMATELY 0810. THEY THEN WALKED BACK TO THE OFFICE OF MR. SCARBOROUGH AND 
ENTERED. MR. BERGMANN WAS CARRYING A BRIEFCASE AT THE TIME. WHEN THEY ENTERED 
THE OFFICE THE FRONT DOOR WAS UNLOCKED AND LIGHTS WERE ON. THEY ENTERED AND 
OBSERVED A FEMALE LAYING ON THE FLOOR. MRS. BERGMANN IS AN EX-NURSE SO SHE TOOK 
THE ARM OF THE FEMALE AND ATTEMPTED TO FIND A PULSE. HER HUSBAND CALLED 9-1-1 FROM 
THE PHONE ON THE DESK THAT THE FEMALE WAS LAYING NEXT TO AND WAS TALKING TO THE 
9-1-1 OPERATOR WHEN HE HANDED THE PHONE TO HIS WIFE. SHE BRIEFLY EXPLAINED WHAT SHE 
HAD AND BOTH SHE AND HER HUSBAND EXITED THE OFFICE STANDING BY THE DOOR UNTIL EMS 
ARRIVED. SHE SAID THEY DID NOT TOUCH ANYTHING IN THE OFFICE EXCEPT THE ARM OF THE 
FEMALE THE PHONE AND POSSIBLY THE TOP OF THE DESK WHEN THE PHONE WAS USED. WHEN 
THE EMS COMMANDER ARRIVED AND ENTERED THE OFFICE MR. AND MRS. BERGMANN ALSO

BE WILLING TO VIEW A PHOTOGRAPH OF THE VICTIM TO CONFIRM HER IDENTITY. MRS. 
HOFSTEAD STATED SHE WOULD BE WILLING TO HELP IN ANY WAY SHE COULD. I CONTACTED 
THE DOCTOR BERKLAND REQUESTED A PHOTOGRAPH OF THE DECEASED AND PRESENTED IT TO 
MRS. HOFSTEAD. MRS. HOFSTEAD VIEWED THE PHOTOGRAPH AND STRONGLY FELT THE VICTIM 
WAS IN FACT LORI; HOWEVER MRS. HOFSTEAD REQUESTED A SECOND PHOTOGRAPH TO BE 
ABSOLUTE SURE. A SECOND PHOTOGRAPH WAS OBTAINED SHOWING MORE OF AN OVERALL

THAT HAD BEEN USED TO IDENTIFY THE VICTIM. MRS. KLAUSUTIS PLEADED WITH US STATING 
SHE WOULD NOT BE COMFORTABLE UNTIL SHE WAS CONVINCED THAT LORI WAS IN FACT THE 
VICTIM WITHIN THE OFFICE. I PRESENTED THE PHOTOGRAPHS TO MRS. KLAUSUTIS WHO WAS 
ABLE TO POSITIVELY IDENTIFY THE VICTIM AS LORI KLAUSUTIS. SHORTLY AFTER SHOWING 
MRS. KLAUSUTIS THE PHOTOGRAPHS TIMOTHY JOHN "T.J." KLAUSUTIS CALLED ON MRS. 
KLAUSUTIS' CELLULAR TELEPHONE. I SPOKE TO MR. KLAUSUTIS ON THE TELEPHONE 
EXPLAINED THE CURRENT SITUATION TO HIM AND RETURNED THE TELEPHONE TO MRS. 
KLAUSUTIS. BOTH PARTIES ADVISED ME THAT THE ONLY MEDICATION THAT THE VICTIM WAS 
TAKING WAS BIRTH CONTROL AND THAT SHE NORMALLY KEEPS THE PILLS AT HOME. MRS. 
KLAUSUTIS WAS ABLE TO TELL ME SOME OF THE VICTIM'S PAST MEDICAL HISTORY. MRS. 
KLAUSUTIS RECALLED THAT THE VICTIM HAD SUFFERED A SERIOUS HEAD INJURY FROM A

TRAFFIC ACCIDENT (CAR VS. TREE) WHEN SHE WAS A TEENAGER. MRS. KLAUSUTIS RECALLED 
THAT THE VICTIM WAS IN A COMA AND UPON RECOVERY EXPRESSED SIGNS OF SHORT-TERM 
MEMORY LOSS. MRS. KLAUSUTIS COULD NOT THINK OF ANY OTHER HISTORICAL ITEM THAT 
MAY ASSIST US IN OUR INVESTIGATION. I ADVISED MRS. KLAUSUTIS THAT I WOULD BE IN 
TOUCH WITH HER FOR AN INTERVIEW ONCE THINGS SETTLED DOWN. . MRS. KLAUSUTIS TOLD 
ME THAT A MUTUAL FRIEND OF THEIRS (MARY POTTHASP) HAD SPOKE TO THE VICTIM ON 
THURSDAY AROUND 1630 OR 1645 HOURS. MRS. KLAUSUTIS TOLD ME THAT SHE WORKS WITH 
MARY AT DESTIN WATER AND WAS AWARE THAT MARY AND THE VICTIM HAD A CONVERSATION 
WITH EACH OTHER OVER THE TELEPHONE. MARY AND THE VICTIM WERE AT THEIR PLACES OF 
EMPLOYMENT DURING THIS CONVERSATION. MRS. KLAUSUTIS RECALLED THAT THE VICTIM 
HAD TO HURRY UP THE TELEPHONE CALL BECAUSE SOMEONE EITHER HAD ENTERED THE OFFICE

INTERVIEWED THE VICTIM'S IN-LAWS (CAROL & NORMAN KLAUSUTIS) AT MY OFFICE AND THE 
FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF THAT INTERVIEW. MR. & MRS. KLAUSUTIS PROVIDED ME WITH 
THE NAMES OF THE IMMEDIATE FAMILY TIMOTHY JOHN "T.J." KLAUSUTIS (SON-VICTIM'S 
HUSBAND); KRISTEN KLAUSUTIS (DAUGHTER); MICHAEL KLAUSUTIS (SON). CAROL KLAUSUTIS 
LAST SPOKE TO THE VICTIM ON WEDNESDAY (JULY 18 2001) AROUND LUNCHTIME. CAROL HAD 
CALLED FROM HER PLACE OF EMPLOYMENT (DESTIN WATER) TO THE VICTIM'S PLACE OF 
EMPLOYMENT TO HAVE THIS CONVERSATION. CAROL RECALLED TALKING ABOUT THE VICTIM 
GETTING A RAISE IN PAY AND THE UP-COMING INTERVIEW FOR A NEW JOB. THE CONVERSATION 
WAS BRIEF AND NO INDICATION WAS GIVEN THAT THE VICTIM WAS ILL OR UNDER DISTRESS. 
CAROL STATED THAT HER SON TIMOTHY WAS OUT OF TOWN WHEN THIS INCIDENT OCCURRED 
AND WAS NOT SCHEDULED TO BE HOME UNTIL LATE FRIDAY NIGHT. . I ASKED THE KLAUSUTIS' 
IF THEY WERE AWARE OF ANY MEDICAL CONDITIONS THAT THE VICTIM WAS OR HAD BEEN 
SUFFERING FROM. CAROL STATED THAT SHE WAS AWARE OF THE VICTIM RECEIVING 
TREATMENT FOR VARICOSE VEINS AND SHE HAD SWITCHED HER BIRTH CONTROL PILLS. CAROL 
ADDED THE VEHICLE ACCIDENT WHICH SHE HAD SPOKEN OF EARLIER IN THE INVESTIGATION. . 

I ASKED ABOUT NARCOTIC AND ALCOHOL ABUSE AND THE KLAUSUTIS' WERE NOT AWARE OF 
ANY PROBLEMS IN THIS AREA AND ADDED THAT THE VICTIM ONLY CONSUMED A GLASS OF 
WINE OCCASIONALLY. I INQUIRED ABOUT DISPUTES AND CONFLICTS THE VICTIM MAY HAVE 
BEEN SUFFERING FROM AND THE KLAUSUTIS WERE NOT AWARE OF ANY TYPE OF CONFLICTS 
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WITH ANYONE. . I ASKED THE KLAUSUTIS' IF THE VICTIM WAS SUFFERING FROM ANY STRESS 
AND CAROL STATED THE VICTIM HAD SEVERAL THINGS GOING ON AT ONCE BUT DID NOT FEEL 
IT CAUSED ANY UNDO OR UNWARRANTED PROBLEMS. THE VICTIM WAS ATTEMPTING TO 
COMPLETE A COUPLE OF SCHOOL CLASSES WHICH REQUIRED FINAL EXAMS AND ESSAYS 
UP-COMING WEDDING FOR HER SISTER INTERVIEWING FOR A NEW JOB AND RECENTLY MOVING 
INTO A NEW HOME. CAROL COULD NOT RECALL ANYTHING ELSE THAT WOULD HAVE CAUSED 
UNDO OR UNWARRANTED STRESS ON THE VICTIM. . I ASKED THE KLAUSUTIS' ABOUT THEIR 
SON'S MARRIED LIFE AND THEY BOTH SPOKE VERY HIGHLY ABOUT THEIR SON'S RELATIONSHIP 
WITH THE VICTIM AND FELT THEY BOTH LOVED EACH OTHER DEARLY. THERE WERE NO 
AFFAIRS CURRENT OR PAST AND CHILDREN WERE IN THEIR IMMEDIATE FUTURE. BOTH THE 
VICTIM AND HER HUSBAND ARE VERY BUSY PROFESSIONALS THAT NEVER HAD ENOUGH TIME 
FOR EACH OTHER AND WHAT TIME THEY DID SHARE TOGETHER THEY MADE THE MOST OF IT. 
THEY WERE TWO LOVING CARING PEOPLE WHO WERE FULLY IN LOVE WITH EACH OTHER. MR. & 
MRS. KLAUSUTIS DID NOT HAVE ANYTHING ELSE TO ADD AND THE INTERVIEW WAS 
CONCLUDED. . ON 07-24-01 I INTERVIEWED MRS. LOIS HOYT (OKALOOSA REPRESENTATIVE / 
OFFICER MANAGER CONGRESSMAN SCARBOROUGH'S FORT WALTON OFFICE) WHO IS THE 
VICTIM'S SUPERVISOR. THE FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF THE INFORMATION I WAS ABLE TO 
OBTAIN FROM MRS. HOYT. I ASKED MRS. HOYT TO TELL ME THE VICTIM'S DUTIES AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES AND TO DESCRIBE WHAT WOULD BE NORMAL DAY FOR THE VICTIM AT WORK. 
THE VICTIM WORKED FROM 8 AM TO 5 PM MONDAY THROUGH FRIDAY NORMALLY WAS ON TIME 
AND RARELY WORKED PAST 5 PM. THE VICTIM WAS RESPONSIBLE FOR ANSWERING THE 
TELEPHONES AND REFERRING CLIENTS TO CASEWORKERS. THE VICTIM USUALLY ATE LUNCH AT 
WORK AND OCCASIONALLY WOULD MEET SOMEONE FOR LUNCH AWAY FROM WORK. . MRS. 
HOYT RECALLED THE LAST TIME SHE SPOKE TO THE VICTIM WAS ON WEDNESDAY THE 18TH 
WHEN SHE CALLED HER AT THE OFFICE TO FINALIZE SOME MATTERS BEFORE LEAVING FOR NEW 
YORK. MRS. HOYT WAS OUT OF TOWN FROM JULY 19 2001 (1330 HOURS) UNTIL LATE MONDAY 
NIGHT (JULY 23 2001 (MIDNIGHT). MRS. HOYT RECALLED THE VICTIM MENTIONING THAT SHE 
WAS GOING OUT WITH THE GIRLS AND NEVER MENTIONED ANYTHING ABOUT BEING ILL OR IN 
DISTRESS. . I ASKED MRS. HOYT IF SHE WAS AWARE OF ANY MEDICAL PROBLEMS THE VICTIM 
HAD SUFFERED FROM OR WAS SUFFERING FROM. MRS. HOYT TOLD ME THAT THE VICTIM HAD 
SPOKE TO HER ABOUT PAST MEDICAL CONDITIONS IN THE PAST AND SHE WAS ABLE TO RECALL 
THE FOLLOWING ITEMS. APPROXIMATELY TWO WEEKS AGO THE VICTIM HAD COMPLAINED 
ABOUT FACIAL ACNE AND IN AN . ATTEMPT TO CLEAR HER COMPLEXION UP SHE CHANGED HER 
CURRENT BIRTH CONTROL PRESCRIPTION. HOWEVER WITHIN A WEEK OF CHANGING HER 
PRESCRIPTION THE VICTIM DISCOVERED THAT HER ORIGINAL PRESCRIPTION WAS BETTER FOR 
HER COMPLEXION THAN THE ONE SHE HAD SWAPPED TOO. . THE VICTIM CHANGED HER BIRTH 
CONTROL PRESCRIPTION BACK TO ITS ORIGINAL FORM. MRS. HOYT RECALLED THAT 
APPROXIMATELY ONE YEAR AGO THAT AN INSECT HAD BITTEN THE VICTIM. THE INSECT WAS 
BELIEVED TO BE A SPIDER WHICH CAUSED THE VICTIM'S ANKLE TO SWELL. MRS. HOYT WAS 
ALSO AWARE OF THE AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENT THE VICTIM HAD SUFFERED AND THE ONLY 
OTHER THING SHE COULD ADD WAS THAT THE VICTIM HAD RECEIVED SOME TREATMENT FOR 
THE VEINS IN HER LEGS ABOUT TWO YEARS AGO. . IN RESPONSE TO ALCOHOL AND DRUGS MRS. 
HOYT STATED SHE HAD NEVER SEEN THE VICTIM CONSUME ALCOHOL BEVERAGES OR ANY 
FORM OF A NARCOTICS. IN REGARDS TO CONFLICTS OR DISPUTES MRS. HOYT COULD ONLY 
RECALL ONE INCIDENT THAT MAY FALL IN THIS CATEGORY. EARLIER THIS YEAR (MARCH) A 
CUSTOMER CAME INTO THE OFFICE AND EXPRESSED THAT HE WAS NOT SATISFIED WITH THE 
SERVICES WHICH LED TO THE POLICE BEING CALLED. UPON RESEARCHING THIS INCIDENT I WAS 
ABLE TO LOCATE THE REPORT ON THE INCIDENT: SEE CASE NUMBER 01-06919. . IN REGARDS TO 
QUESTION ON THE VICTIM'S MARRIED LIFE MRS. HOYT DESCRIBED A VERY LOVING HUSBAND 
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AND WIFE WHO CONSISTENTLY TALKED ABOUT EACH OTHER IN A VERY POSITIVE MANNER. 

MRS. HOYT STATED THAT THE VICTIM WOULD NEVER JEOPARDIZE HER RELATIONSHIP WITH HER 
HUSBAND BY ENTERTAINING AN AFFAIR OF ANY CALIBER. . MRS. HOYT WAS ASKED IF THE 
VICTIM WAS SUFFERING FROM ANY ABNORMAL STRESS AND SHE STATED NO BUT SHE DID HAVE 
A LOT GOING ON IN HER LIFE AT THIS TIME. MRS. HOYT ELABORATED AND EXPLAINED THAT 
THE VICTIM WAS CURRENT SEARCHING FOR A NEW JOB AND HAD UP-COMING INTERVIEWS. 
FURTHERMORE THE VICTIM HAD RECENTLY MOVED INTO A NEW HOME WHICH MAY HAVE 
CAUSED SOME STRESS ALONG WITH HER CLASSES AT UWF (FINAL EXAMS AND ESSAYS). MRS. 
HOYT WAS NOT AWARE OF ANY COMBINATIONS OR A SINGLE ITEM THAT WOULD CAUSE 
ABNORMAL STRESS IN THE VICTIM'S LIFE. THE INTERVIEW WAS CONCLUDED. . ON 07-25-01 I 
EXTENDED AN INTERVIEW WITH TIFFANY BATES (CASE WORKER - PENSACOLA OFFICE OF 
CONGRESSMAN SCARBOROUGH) BASED ON INFORMATION GAINED THROUGH CAROL KLAUSUTIS. 
CAROL HAD BEEN INFORMED FROM FRIENDS THAT THEY HAD HEARD THAT TIFFANY BATES HAD 
SPOKE TO THE VICTIM ON THE TELEPHONE SHORTLY AFTER MRS. POTTHASP HAD A 
CONVERSATION WITH HER ON 07-19-01. . MRS. BATES KNOWS THE VICTIM THROUGH OFFICE 
RELATED MATTERS ONLY AND FEELS SHE DID MEET THE VICTIM AND HER HUSBAND AT ONE OF 
THE SOCIAL EVENTS. MRS. BATES REGULARLY SPOKE TO THE VICTIM ON THE TELEPHONE AND 
THROUGH ELECTRONIC MAIL AND FELT THEY HAD A DISTANCE RELATIONSHIP. MRS. BATES 
RECALLED THAT ON THURSDAY THE 19TH SHE RECEIVED AN E-MAIL FROM THE VICTIM AROUND 
4:40 IN REGARDS TO BUSINESS RELATED MATTERS AND A NOTE RELATING SHE HAD AN UP 
COMING INTERVIEW. MRS. BATES CORRESPONDED BY E-MAIL AND INQUIRED ABOUT THE TYPE 
OF INTERVIEW. THE VICTIM RESPONDED BY E-MAIL GIVING A SUMMARY OF THE EVENTS WHICH 
HAD LEAD UP TO THE SECOND INTERVIEW FOR A NEW JOB THE VICTIM WAS REAL EXCITED 
ABOUT. MRS. BATES UPON READING THE E-MAIL CALLED THE VICTIM ON THE TELEPHONE TO 
PERSONALLY CONGRATULATE HER FOR GETTING AN INTERVIEW. MRS. BATES FELT THAT 
TELEPHONE CALL WAS WARRANTED BECAUSE ALL THE GIRLS ARE ATTEMPTING TO LOCATE 
NEW JOBS DUE TO CONGRESSMAN SCARBOURGH'S RESIGNATION AND SHE WAS THE FIRST ONE 
TO GET AN INTERVIEW. . THE TELEPHONE CONVERSATION STARTED BY MRS. BATES 
CONGRATULATING THE VICTIM AND ASKING MORE DETAILS ON THE JOB. THE CONVERSATION 
THEN TURNED TO BUSINESS-RELATED MATTERS IN GENERAL AND BRIEF AND MRS. BATES 
ASKED THE VICTIM HOW SHE HAS BEEN. THE VICTIM STATED "I'M NOT FEELING VERY WELL" 
AND BEFORE SHE COULD CONTINUE MRS. BATES ASKED HER IF IT WAS HER SINUSES. MRS. 

BATES TOLD ME THAT SHE MADE THAT STATEMENT IMMEDIATELY BECAUSE EVERYONE SHE 
HAS SPOKEN TO LATELY HAD BEEN COMPLAINING ABOUT ALLERGIES. MRS. BATES STATED A 
CONVERSATION THEN ENSUED ABOUT ALLERGIES IN GENERAL AND NEITHER THE VICTIM NOR 
MRS. BATES ELABORATED ON THE VICTIM'S COMPLAINT OF NOT FEELING WELL. MRS. BATES 
ENDED THE CONVERSATION BY CONGRATULATING THE VICTIM AGAIN AND TOLD HER THAT SHE 
HOPES SHE FEELS BETTER AND TO HAVE A GOOD WEEKEND IF SHE DID NOT HEAR FROM HER. 
MRS. BATES HAD NOTHING FURTHER TO ADD AND THE INTERVIEW WAS CONCLUDED. . ON 
08-06-01 I INTERVIEWED THE VICTIM'S HUSBAND TIMOTHY JOHN KLAUSUTIS AND THE 
FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF THAT INTERVIEW. MR. KLAUSUTIS INFORMED ME THAT HE HAD 
JUST FINISHED TALKING TO THE MEDICAL EXAMINER DOCTOR BERKLAND. MR. KLAUSUTIS 
THEN PROCEEDED TO TELL ME THE CAUSE AND MANNER OF DEATH OF HIS WIFE AS RELATED TO 
HIM BY DOCTOR BERKLAND. MR. KLAUSUTIS STATED THAT DOCTOR BERKLAND WAS 
RELEASING A PRESS RELEASE OF HIS FINDINGS TOMORROW AND THAT WE WOULD RECEIVE 
COPY. MR. KLAUSUTIS EXPRESSED THAT HE WAS VERY SATISFIED WITH THE MEDICAL 
EXAMINERS INVESTIGATION AND THE POLICE DEPARTMENT INVESTIGATION. AFTER 
EXPLAINING TO ME DOCTOR BERKLAND'S FINDINGS "SEE BELOW FOR MORE DETAIL" I 
CONDUCTED THE INTERVIEW WITH MR. KLAUSUTIS. . MR. KLAUSUTIS GAVE AN ACCOUNT OF 
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HIS ACTIONS AND EVENTS UP TO THE POINT OF BEING NOTIFIED OF HIS WIFE DEATH AND THE 
FOLLOWING IS SUMMARY OF HIS INTERVIEW. MR. KLAUSUTIS HAD LEFT TOWN ON MONDAY THE 
16TH AROUND 0600 HOURS FOR A BUSINESS MEETING IN WASHINGTON. MR. KLAUSUTIS 
ATTENDED SEVERAL MEETINGS MADE SEVERAL PRESENTATIONS DURING HIS STAY AND WAS 
SCHEDULED TO RETURN ON 07-20-01. MR. KLAUSUTIS LAST SPOKE TO HIS WIFE ON THURSDAY 
THE 19TH AROUND LUNCHTIME. THE CONVERSATION WAS OF A GOOD NATURE DUE TO BOTH OF 
THEM HAVING GOOD NEWS FOR EACH OTHER. MR. KLAUSUTIS HAD SECURED HIS FUNDING FOR 
HIS SOME OF HIS PROJECTS AND THE VICTIM HAD RECEIVED NOTICE OF A SECOND INTERVIEW 
WITH A PERSPECTIVE EMPLOYER. MR. KLAUSUTIS STAYED UP LATE THAT NIGHT WITH A 
PARTNER DISCUSSING THE NEXT DAY'S STRATEGY AND PRACTICING THEIR PRESENTATION AND

ALWAYS GOES TO BED BETWEEN 9:00 AND 9:30 AND IT WAS OBVIOUSLY TOO LATE TO CALL HER 
BECAUSE SHE WILL NOT AWAKEN FOR THE TELEPHONE. . MR. KLAUSUTIS PROVIDED ME WITH 
WHAT MEDICAL HISTORY HE WAS AWARE OF AND CONSISTED OF THE SAME REPORTS I HAVE 
ALREADY RECEIVED. IN REGARDS TO THE "GIRLS NIGHT OUT" MR. KLAUSUTIS STATED THAT HIS 
WIFE HAD PLANNED TO GO OUT WITH A FRIEND OF HERS FROM HER OLD NEIGHBORHOOD 
NAMED SUSIE SCHMIDT. HOWEVER THE FRIEND HAD TO CANCEL BECAUSE SHE WOULD NOT BE 
ABLE TO GO. I HAD NO FURTHER QUESTIONS FOR MR. KLAUSUTIS AND THE INTERVIEW WAS 
CONCLUDED. . ON 08-07-01 I RECEIVED A COPY OF THE PRESS RELEASE OUTLINING THE MEDICAL 
EXAMINER'S "DOCTOR BERKLAND" FINDINGS. UPON REVIEWING THE RELEASE I DISCOVERED 
THAT THE CAUSE OF DEATH HAD BEEN RULED AS ACCIDENTAL (FALLING) WHICH WAS A RESULT 
OF A PROBABLE "CARDIAC ARRHYTHMIA" SECONDARY TO "VALVULAR HEART DISEASE". . ON 
08-08-01 DETECTIVE SEQUEIRA ADVISED ME HE HAD LOCATED THE SECURITY GUARD FROM THE 
PARADISE VILLAGE OFFICE COMPLEX AND CONDUCTED AN INTERVIEW. DETECTIVE SEQUEIRA 
MADE CONTACT WITH DONALD GRAHAM OWNER OF D-TRAIN SECURITY WHO STATED THAT HE

SECURITY TO ARRANGE A DATE AND TIME TO CONDUCT AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. GRAHAM. THE 
OFFICE MANAGER STATED THAT MR. GRAHAM WAS NOT IN THE OFFICE BUT SHE WOULD 
CONTACT MR. GRAHAM AND HAVE HIM CALL ME. . AT APPROXIMATELY 1110 HOURS MR. 
GRAHAM CALLED ME AND I ASKED HIM IF HE COULD STOP BY FOR AN INTERVIEW. MR. GRAHAM 
STATED HE WAS ABOUT FIFTEEN MINUTES AWAY AND WOULD BE IN ROUTE TO MY OFFICE. I 
WAITED UNTIL 1145 HOURS FOR MR. GRAHAM TO SHOW UP AND THEN I HAD TO LEAVE FOR AN 
APPOINTMENT. BEFORE I LEFT I BRIEFED CAPTAIN BISHOP AND DETECTIVE SEQUEIRA ON THE 
SITUATION IN CASE MR. GRAHAM SHOWED UP WHILE I WAS GONE. . WHILE AT MY 
APPOINTMENT I OVERHEARD THAT MR. GRAHAM HAD ARRIVED. I RETURNED TO THE OFFICE 
AND MADE CONTACT WITH DETECTIVE SEQUEIRA WHO WAS STILL INTERVIEWING MR. GRAHAM.

THE ACCURACY AND WORKMANSHIP OF CVSA (COMPUTER VOICE STRESS ANALYSIS) 
INSTRUMENT. AFTER COMPLETING THE PRE-TEST INTERVIEW I ASKED MR. GRAHAM IF THERE 
WAS ANYTHING HE WOULD LIKE TO DISCLOSE BEFORE I TURNED ON THE CVSA INSTRUMENT. 

MR. GRAHAM AFTER A SLIGHT HESITATION STATED YES AND A CONVERSATION ENSUED WHICH
